Perhaps the most interesting as¬ 
pect of the vote Is the 20 percent 
total given to the States-Rights 
party. Followers of this party had 
even placed several signs about 
the campus urging its support. 
Whether or not the large vote hurts 
the Democrats or Republicans 
more is hard to say. Probably It 
took votes from both groups, but 
it would appear that it may have 
hurt the Republicans more than 
the Democrats. In 1952 these vot¬ 
ers perhaps favored the Republi¬ 
cans and are now switching to the 
States-Rights party.

The UTMB students named Ad¬ 
lai Stevenson and Estes Kefauver 
as their choices in the Presidential 
poll held last week. The poll was 
conducted by the Election Commis¬ 
sion for the VOLETTE. 

The Democratic nominees were 
named on 194 ballots. Eisenhower 
and Nixon received 123 votes, and 
Andrews and Werdel received 84 
votes on the States-Rights ticket. 
With a total of 411 votes cast, the 
Democratic ticket received 47 per¬ 
cent of the vote; the Republicans 
30 percent; and the States-Right- 
ers 20 percent. A total of 10 votes 
were cast for write-in candidates. 
They included votes for Lloyd 
King, George Horton, and Elvis 
Presley. 

The total of 411 votes represents 
51 percent of the student body. Mr. 


Stevenson over Eisenhower by a 
142 to 98 vote margin. In per¬ 
centage Stevenson had 59 percent 
of the vote and Eisenhower 41. 
This would indicates that the 
States-Rights ticket took 12 per¬ 
cent of the ’52 vote from Steven¬ 
son and 11 percent of the vote 
from Eisenhower. Only 241 votes 
were cast in the 1952 Volette elec¬ 
tion. 

In 1948 Truman won the Volette 
election over two candidates. Tru- 
mana had 103 votes to 72 for Dew¬ 
ey, the Republican, and Thurmond, 
the States-Righter, with 79.
